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Debate Priority on Treaty-Labor Legislation 
Truman Would Reorganize Executive Branches 


Asks Congress 
to Act Soon; 
Sends Message 


Washington, 
May 9.—(AP)— 


President Truman 
today urged 


congress to act speedily on a bill 
giving- him power to reorganize 
the executive branches of the gov- 
ernment. 


In a special message sent to the 


house and senate, Mr. Truman said 
the legislation should be enacted 
soon if any reorganization propos- 
als are to be submitted to this ses- 
sion of congress. 


Mr. Truman called attention to 


the fact that the bill requires that 
any reorganization plan he submits 
must lie before congress 60 days 
without being disapproved by the 
house or senate to become effec- 
tive. His message said: 


"Because of this 60-day waiting 


period the bill should be enacted 
goon if any reorganization plans 
are to be submitted to the present 
session of congress." 


The house already has passed 


the measure giving the president 
power to undertake reorganization 
of the executive branch. It is now 
awaiting senate action.

Dr. Tillotson's counsel, however, 


asked for a fine instead of pro- 
bation, and Judge Murray con- 
tinued the case for consideration 
of that plea.

Rent Boosts

Hundreds of thousands of land- 
lords are filling out forms needed 
to 
increase 
rents —but 
that 


doesn't necessarily mean a 
gen- 


eral lifting of rent ceilings. 


This double announcement came 


over the week-end from federal 
rent officials. They said: 


1. At least 500,000 land- 


lords have already taken ont 
official forms to petition for 
a rent increase, and the gov- 
ernment Is printing an addi- 
tional 
400,000 
application 


sheets to meet the demand. 
2. The rash for such forms is 
due to the fact that, if an 
increase is granted to a land- 
lord, it dates back to the time 
he filed Ms petition. 
How* 


ever, each petition will be 
handled separately, for 
ap- 


proval or rejection. 
The new rent control law di- 


rects federal officials -to set ceal- 
ings that will reflect a fair net 
operating income for landlords, 
housing expediter Tighe 
Woods 


released his formula for deter- 
mining such a fair income one 
week ago. 


Under Wood's formula, 
land- 


lords operating one to four dwell- 
ing units will be allowed rent in- 
creases if their net operating in- 
come is less than 25 per cent of 
gross income; their rents would 
be raised to a 30 per cent level. 
Landlords operating more 
than 


four units will be permitted to 
bring operating income up to 25 
per cent if the net figure is now 
below 20 per cent.

His Rival Over Black-Mail, 
Extortion, Jealousy, Robbery 


Cedar Rapid, la., May 9—(AP)—Dr. Robert C. Rutledge, Jr., 


killed Byron C. Hattman "in the perpetration of robbery due to 
motives of unsuccessful blackmail and extortion, jealousy and rob- 
bery," the prosecutor told the Jury today at the St. Louis physician's 
murder trial. 


The assertion came as county attorney William Crissman finished 


a 33-minute opening statement in the trial growing out of the knife- 
slaying of the St. Louis aircraft specialist at a hotel here last Decem- 
ber. 


The opening defense 
attorney, 


however, flatly denied the young 
pediatrician killed Hattman. 


Attorney Walter J. Barngrover 


said Hattman "focused his atten- 
tion" on Rutledge's pretty wife 
Sydney and that his advances 
"resulted in what we might refer 
to as an affair, culminating as it 
did in Hattmans death." 


Victim "A Seducer" 


Barngrover pictured the victim 


as "a seducer" and flatly denied 
that Rutledge inflicted the fatal 
wound.

nurse. 


Boysen, a Brooklyn baseball fan who accused Durocher of knock- 


ing him down after a Dodger-Giant game April 28, was ordered to 
remain in the courtroom while a complaint was drawn up against 
him. 


Later, Boysen was taken before 


Magistrate Doris Byrne. A war- 
rant officer told the court that 
Miss Ryan believed Boysen was 
one of two men who assaulted her, 
then stole her purse on March 27 
at 124th street near Morningside 
avenue. 


Boysen denied the charge. 
Miss Ryan related that she saw 


Boysen's picture in the paper after 
his alleged clash with Durocher. 
She said she communicated with 
Edgar Peeley, attorney for the 
Giants, and that Feeley advised 
her to be jn court today.

There were 124,412 votes in the

There have been such amendments in the past to several 


bills for federal aid to both education and housing. When 
they have been adopted, the bills have invariably failed. 
But the latest amendment, to the pending education bill, was 
offered by Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, and was turned 


Because some states do practice segregation, like it or 


not these amendments make it necessary to ask a blunt ques- 
tion- Are they offered to make the bills more fair and demo- 
cratic or are they offered in order to ensure their defeat? 


Whatever the motive, the practical result has always 


been the same. Insistence on non-segregation automatically 
kills these federal aid measures. But4Jie cirnimstances of 
fer any opponents of such aid a golden opportunity. Their 
arguments are plausible, high-minded and in the best Ameri- 
can tradition. No one can question their sincerity without 
seeming to offer them a gratuitous insult. They can achieve 
their ends in an aura of virtue. 
In addition, Republican authors of these amendments 


have usually been able to cause some of their northern Demo- 
cratic colleagues considerable embarrassment. We don't say 
that it has been deliberate. But it has left these northerners 
with a choice of seeming to endorse segregation, which is 
against their party's professed principles, or of splitting 
their party vote and siding with the GOP against the south- 
ern Democratic wing. 
But this year most of the senate's Democrats made the 


same choice. The sentiments of many of them were proba- 
bly expressed by freshman Senator Humphrey of Minne- 
sota, author of the civil rights plank in the Democratic plat- 
form, when he said. "As much as I detest segregation, I love 
education more. The issue is federal aid or no federal aid." 


If segregation ever is abolished, its end almost certainly 


will come only after a long. slow, disputed process of social 
and economic change. In the meantime, an educational in- 
stitution which is bad in many states is growing worse. 


The situtaion is too familiar to need dwelling on. Mil- 


lions of Afnerican children are getting poor schooling or no 
schooling at all simply because the level of teachers' pay in 
their states is too low to attract competent people to the pro- 
fession. 
It will never be possible to achieve a uniform level of 


education as long as the states, with their great difference 
in wealth and population, control it. But at least it should 
be possible with federal aid to improve substandard condi- 
tions and raise the educational level somewhere near where 
it should be. 


A federal education bill without a non-segregation clause 


may be a compromise. But as between better education 
in the segregation states and no help at all, th^ choice seems 
clear.

I recalled it several times in 


later years, when, from my place 
at the apron of the Garden ring, 
I saw Jimmy, Jim Farley and oth- 
ers m the first row on the south 
side and big Frenchy, Owney Mad- 
den and other bootleggers among 
the regular pewholders on the east 
side 
This was the gang that op-

m their line. The scene will not 
be wholly understood unless you 
are told that Mr. Farley, as chair- 
man of the boxing commission and 
first official of the sacret trust 
tlons_ 


had on his Holy scroll at head- 
quarters a decree that ex-convicts 
and others of unsavory reputation 
should be denied official creden- 
tials and excluded from the brawls. 


My first intimation that Walker 


might run for mayor came from 
James P. Smnott, another sports- 
writer who had made a personal 
hero of Jim but a hero according 
to standards which were not ideal- 
istic, t told him he must be crazy 
but as the campaign developed.

It was as though he thought I 


had expressed only personal anger 
in all I had written about betray- 
als of the people by bad men, lazy 
men and incompetents in office. It 
seemed as though Jimmy didn't 
yet know what harm he had done 
the confidence of the American 
people and the morals of those 
who looked to him. If he was too 
lazy to work at his job of mayor 
of the biggest city in the world, 
one of the biggest political jobs 
in the world, why did he take it? 
If he wanted to run with the un- 
derworld—and some of his "re- 
spectable" friends were no better 
than the underworld people—why 
had he let the people elect him 
mayor of New York? 


Fowler's Opinion Worthless 
Fowler is so emotional that his 


opinion of Walker is worthless. Yet 
his emotionalism—God help us— 
is the very trait that controls 
many of our political decisions and 
pollutes our opinions on such prac- 
tical and solemn problems as la- 
bor legislation, "civil rights," rent 
control, taxes and foreign rela- 


I liked Walker personally but I 


doubt that he could understand 
that a man could condemn his be- 
havior and yet have a warm heart 
for him. Similarly, I find Fowler, 
with whom and his family I and 
mine have spent so many happy 
times, unfaithful to his deepest 
morals in raising the record of 
Jimmy's errors, only to excuse, 
them. 
Forgiveness is one thing, 


but condonation is another.

White Waters Famed 


For-Big Trout 


QUEBEC, P.Q- • • • U849) . 
Turbulent streams carrying pulp- 
logs in the rushing white water are 
the lumbermen's highways in Que- 
bec's beautiful and picturesque St. 
Maurice Valley, but there are great 
speckled trout lurking in the deep, 
quiet pools at the foot of the rap- 
ids &e thousands of visiting fisher- 
men from the United States find 
out with joy each spring. 
The St. Maurice River hurries 


down from the northwoods carry- 
insr its cargo of logs for the pulp 
and paper mills and bringing with 
it the clear, pure water chilled by 
the melting snow and ice from the 
lumber camp region.

This is why it is so hard to ar- 


bitrarily pick a day to honor 
mothers. 


Because the day that you most 


honored your mother wasn't nec- 
essarily a certain Sunday in May. 
The .'day she remembers you most 
for is the day she bore you. 


A son who has been successful 


from the world's point of view 
would also like to think his moth- 
er remembered him from the day 
he did something that made him 
famous with the neighbors. 
She 


does* of course. 


But that isn't necessarily the 


day he honored her most. It might 
much more have been a day years 
before when, in response to her 
teaching or her yearning, he made 
a decision-that changed his life in 
a manner that shaped it in the 
way she wanted him to go. 


Girls Favor Moras 


I am not too sure how girl chil- 


dren feel about their mothers. Nor 
am I sure about how mothers feel 
about girl children. I think that 
generally, however, girl children 
are much more loyal and soft- 
hearted toward 
mothers 
than 


mothers are to them. 


Once girl children have gone 


through parenthood 
themselves 


they are very likely to realize 
the problems of their own moth- 
ers. And they are more likely to 
appreciate them. 


I think it is very normal for a 


son to be favored by his mother 


yet himself to want most to im- 
press his father. And it is equal- 
ly normal for a daughter to be 
idolized by her father and yet to 
ache from her heart to win ad- 
miration from her sometimes jeal- 
ous mother. 


The newer psychology says fath-

view of real family relationships. 


Son Turns to Dad 


A real son, loved as he is by his 


mother, turns inevitably to his 
father, the man he wants to equal 
or better. And the daughter, ap- 
ple of her father's eye, similarly 
will break her heart to win ner 
mother's 
love. Because, 
finally, 


her basic problem in life is the 
same as her mother's was—to bend 
a strange creature, man, to her 
will. 


Motherhood is the strangest in- 


dustry on earth. It is based on re- 
sponsibility that demands no re- 
ward. 


A father often loses himself in 


the world and its problems, or tries 
to. This is harder for a woman 
Whether her children are present 
or absent, each day she thinks of 
them—individually. 
And 
their 


problems are her chief problems 


A man likes to flatter himself 


he makes his own mark in the 
world. A woman is smarter. She 
knows that a seed pod is more than 
any one plant. She realizes tha 
her weapon for renown is poster 
ity—her children. 


is born and reborn, dies and lives, 
lames or fails as her offspring do. 
She is the future's assembly line, 
and withqut her there would be 
no future. And she knows it.

malize what woman is doing all 
.he time—lighting another candle 
to life. And each man hopes his 
own mother never regrets she did- 
n't blow his out the hour it flared.

After Six Days in Wilds

grimy, 


weary of chocolate bars and mos- 
quitos. Bill Grant and Sheila Cure 
came home last night—six days 
overdue. 


Dressed in the same light cloth- 


ing they wore when their light 
fleet Canuck aircraft crashed late 
Monday in a driving snowstorm 
atop 8,080-foot Mount Hozomeen, 
135 miles east, they told this 
story: 


Grant, 30, a Vancouver pilot, 


and the 28-year-old student nurse 
left Cardston, Alta,, enroute to 
Vancouver at 8 a- m., Monday. 


"The weather," said Grant, "was 


fine." 


"We hit the first bad weather 


when we tried to go through the 
Coquihalla Pass. It was coming 
down like curtains." 


Were Forced Down 


Ice finally forced the plane down. 


Grant said one wing hit a snag 


going in • and the propeller snap- 
ped off. The only injury suffered 
was a bruised finger for Grant. 


The pair spent that night—un- 


der freezing conditions—in the hole 
that the nose of the plane had 
dug- when it crashed. 
"It was 


awfully cold," said Miss Cure. 


The next morning "we gathered 


what stuff we could and started 
down the mountain." All the food 
they had was five chocolate bars. 


Their first hazard appeared to 


be an ice field. As they began to 
cross it the field moved. The pair 
was carried about 500 feet. "Shei- 
la's head and one foot was stick- 
ing out the top when it stopped, 
Grant laughed. Neither was hurt. 


"We realized we'd have to ra- 


tion our food," Miss Cure said. 
"So we had only one square of 
chocolate apiece each day. Of 
course we had lots of water. The 
river ran all along the bottom of 
the gorge."

We tried to signal them—we 
built a fire—but they were too far 
away." 


Para-rescue Crew 


Friday they saw more planes 


and that afternoon two RCAF Da- 
kotas dropped the three para-res- 
cue men who later guided them 
to safety. 
"A helicopter dropped 


us a radio and 'K' rations. 
That 


was the first real food we'd had 
since Monday," Grant said. 


Saturday morning they met the 


para-rescue men. "Were we glad 
to see them." 


Later, the ground party which 


came 11 miles from the lumber 
camp, joined them. 
They were 


guided to the camp, where the U. 
.S coast guard 'copter picked them 
up for the air journey home to 
Vancouver. 


Said Miss Cure: "We're very 


thankful. It's been a miracH. I'm 
sure there was someone upstairs 
looking after us."

Shanghai, May 9 — (AP) — 


Fighting around Railing brought 
the Chinese civil war to an area 
17 miles northwest of the heart of 
Shanghai today. 


Far ta the southwest, Commun- 


ist armies pressed a twin-pronged 
offensive along an irregular 230- 
mile front. Thjs operation extend- 
ed from the seaport of Hangkow 
on the east to Lake Poyang on 
the west. At some places the red 
drive had carried 200 miles south 
of Yangtze. 


A Shanghai garrison command 


communique seemed to indicate 
the fighting closest to Shanghai 
was on a small scale. Kaitmg is on 
the 
Shanghai-Nanking highway 


seven miles north of the railway 
between the two cities. Red troops 
thrusting along the rail line were 
within 35 miles of Shanghai. 


Command Vehicles 


Inside this largest Asian city, 


the Nationalist garrison ordered 
Chinese and foreign business firms 
and some government agencies to 
turn over 950 trucks and 300 jeeps 
for "military purposes." 


Foreign 
consulates, 
including 


the American and British, were in- 
terceding to try to keep the gar- 
rison from commandeering the 
foreign vehicles. Many American 
and British firms were hard hit 
by the order. Some were engaged 
in essential activities. 


The garrison order told owners 


to deliver the vehicles with drivers 
spare tires and tools. Failure to 
obey, the order said, would be 
dealt with by law. Since Shanghai 
is under martial law, offenders 
could be executed. 


The garrison did not give de- 


tails of the gigantic Communist 
operations southwest of Shanghai 
but said the Communists were con- 


tinuing their drive in Kiangsi and 
toekiang provinces. 
One drive, the communique said, 


was toward Nanchang, Kiangsi 
provincial capital 380 air miles 
southwest of Shanghai. The other 
was pointed for Fukien province 
on the / southeast coast just be- 
low Chekiang. 


Nationalists' Last'stand 


(Fukien fronts on the big island 


province of Formosa which Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek re- 
portedly has converted into a fort- 
ress for a last Nationalist stand.) 


The communique did not men- 


tion Kashing, rail center of the 
Shanghai-Hangchow line 62 miles 
southwest of Shanghai. The Red 
radio at Peiping claimed its cap- 
ture Sunday night. At that time 
the Nationalist garrison acknowl- 
edged all contact with Kashing 
had been broken off and said 
Kashan, 10 miles nearer Shanghai, 
was being defended. 


The Communist broadcast also 


announced 
capture 
of 
several 


towns on the 59-mile stretch of 
railway between Kashing south- 
west of Red-held Hangchow. It 
also said the Communists held 130 
miles of the 
railway 
between 


Hangchow and Nanchang.

fhe Germans at' last have the 
constitution for a new west Ger; 
man republic—Democratic, unarm- 
ed and pledged to peace. 


Today it is being rushed to west- 


ern zone military governors for 
final approval. The 11 west Ger- 
man states' legislatures must rati- 
fy it yet, too. 


Despite opposition from states 


righters, some Centrists and the 
Communists, the German consti- 
tutional convention approved it, 
53 to 12, last night. 


German democracy was reborn 


—on paper, at least—four years to 
the day after Nazi Germany hope- 
lessly conceded defeat. 


The constitution leaves the door 


open for the Russian zone to join 
the new state—if free elections 
take place in Soviet-controlled 
east Germany. 


Plan Free Elections 


The four-power council of for- 


eign ministers will discuss the 
German question generally in Paris 
May 23. Free elections might be 
planned there. 


However, at present German 


Communists say they are proceed- 
ing with an "all-German govern- 
ment" in the Russian zone. They 
have insisted on a united Germany 
and opposed to a western state. 


The 
constitutional convention 


took eight months to draft the 
-46-article constitution. 


Not mentioned in the final docu- 


ment were the reservations which 
the U.S., British and French made 
at Washington April 8th when 
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they agreed to the proposed re- 
public. 


These are believed to include 


control over basic relations be- 
ween Germany and the outside 
world as well as security against 
a revival of German militarism*. 


Each of the three western pow- 


ers would terminate miltary gov- 
ernment and appoint a high com- 
missioner. The three high commis- 
sioners would be the top authority 
in Germany. 


The fundamental law of west 


Germany, as set up by the new 
constitution, marks an 
historic 


changeover to democracy, how- 
ever. It: 


1. Calls for a democratic, fed- 


eral republic to govern the west- 
ern zones' 46,000,000 inhabitants 
until a government can be formed 
for all Germany. 


2. Paves the way for general 


parliamentary 
elections in the 


three western zones. It is hoped 
the new government can take of- 
fice July 15. 


No Army Planned^ 


3. Makes the plotting of aggres- 


sive war a punishable offense. 
There is no provision for an army. 
No one—neither the president nor 
parliament—has power to declare 
war. 


4. A bill of rights guarantees 


racial, lingual and religious equal- 
ity. Freedom of press, religion and 
assembly is pledged. Censorship is 
forbidden. 


5. The death penalty is forbid- 


den—m the land where the head- 
man's axe, the hangman's noose 
and concentration camp guard's 
bludgeons took uncounted lives 
during the Nazi era-

paintings or the statues in the 
halls.
